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Claims 1-1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "one dual damascene opening that laterally contacts" in line 
9. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "capacitor trench" in line 10. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In claim 1, line 12m "openings" before "and the capacitance trench", should be replaced 
with -opening-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1, 2, 7, 10, 11, and 31, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kim (U.S. Patent 6,767,788). 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the Office Action mailed 06-01-05, and as stated 

below. 

Applicant argues that Kim does not teach forming at least one adjacent dual damascene 
opening that provides direct contact to the bottom capacitor electrode. However, the claims are 
not so limited. Furthermore, Kim discloses forming at least one dual damascene opening 
adjacent an associated one of the bottom electrodes, as shown in Figures 1D-1F. 
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Claims 3-6, 8, and 9, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kim 
as applied to claims 1, 2, 7, 10, 1 1, and 31, above, and further in view of Wang et al (U.S. Patent 
6,589,862), and the following comments. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the Office Action mailed 06-01-05, and as stated 

above. 

Claims 12-21 are allowed.
